Authority legislation, was advo- 
cated by G. A. Hanson, who spoke 
briefly.

A brief survey of the Mexican 


housing was given by Mrs. Doug- 
las Black, who told of the loca- 
tion of the various camps, me] 
sanitary accommodations —— 
and the averaj : rent paid. 

One block of 40 houses in Sonora 
town is equipped with an inside 
flush toilet for each house. Some 
of these houses have two bed- 
rooms and some have one bedroom: 
Rent for these houses is $6 a 
month. In another block of new- 
er houses, the same sanitary ac- 
commodations are found, but rent 
is about $2 a month more. Most 
of the houses do not have running 
water inside. 

In another Mexican camp, 
whére rents are around $6 a 
month, four and five families share 
one outside flush toilet. But 
where rents are so low, the land- 
lord cannot be blamed for not fur- 
nishing better sanitation, Mrs. 
Black said. 

WEST OF UPLAND 

In the Mexican camp west of 
Upland, on the west side of San 
Antonio wash, the territory is di- 
vided between Claremont, Ontario 
and Upland: Claremont has con- 
demned some of the houses in its 
part of the camp. Here a family

The county board of supervisors 
also took action yesterday in re- 
fusing to appropriate additional 
money for payment of the jury’s 
bills. The supervisors refused to 
appropriate $3,254.48 as request- 
ed yesterday for the jury’s ac- 
count. 

C. E. Grier, chairman of the 
board of supervisors, said that the 
jury’s bills must in the future be 
paid out of the general fund by 
order of the court and not out. of 
the county’s reserve fund. 

Prospective members of the 1940 
jury are Mrs. Alfred R. Kipp, Nor- 
man S. Lawson, Mrs. Edward E. 
Gray and Kirk Vernon of Upland. 
These people are named on the 
court panel, members of which 
will be summoned next Monday.

U. Ss. H. A. PLAN 

The federal plan, known as the 
United States Housing Authority, 
which provides for shim clearance, 
was explained by Mrs. Black, who 
reported on a talk given a month 
ago by Miss Catherine Bauer,, 
architect on the staff of the Uni- 
versity of California, when she 
spoke in Pomona. 

Under the provisions of the U. 
S. H. A., federal money is lent 
for projects to house the lower 
One-third income group.. The fed- 
eral government furnishes a sub- 
sidy so that these families which 
cannot otherwise afford minimum 
sanitary and other accommoda- 
tions can live better. Only low- 
income families can occupy the 
houses. 

The building and later adminis- 
tration of these projects rests with 
a local housing authority—a group 
of five persons—who function 
through an executive secretary. 
The local government names the 
authority members. 

Projects are so planned that 
they should meet the local needs. 
In Texas, a number of projects for 
Mexicans have been or are being 
erected, and rents per family here 
are reported to be around $8 a 
month. 

ELIMINATE BAD HOUSING 

The local contribution is usually 
tax exemption. In order to obtain 
the federal subsidy, local author- 
ities must eliminate the same 
number of dwellings that are 
erected. A “just compensation” is 
promised for persons whose prop- 
erty is bought for slum clearance, 

In addition to providing houses, 
projects include recreation areas, 
and usually a community building.
